TOWN WARRANT 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Plainfield qualified to vote 
in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the Town Hall, 
Plainfield, in said Town on the second Tuesday of March 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman for 
three years, Treasurer, Tax Collector, one or more High- 
way Agents, one Trustee of Trust Funds for two years, 
one Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, one Library 
Trustee for three years, and all other necessary Town 
Officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay outstanding notes and 
interest. 


Art. 3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to pay all other necessary town 
expenses for the ensuing year. 


Art. 4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of Town Poor. 


Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of money required by law to se- 
eure State Aid on Class 5 Highways. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of money required by the New 
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Hampshire Highway Department as the Town’s propor- 
tion of the State Aid Maintenance fund for State Aid 
Roads. 


Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the amount of money required by the New 
Hampshire Highway Department as the Town’s propor- 
tion of the Trunk Line Maintenance fund for Trunk Line 
roads. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Highway aid for new construction for the ensuing year 
and raise and appropriate the amount of money necessary 
in accepting the same. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to complete State Aid 
construction on the Plainfield, West Lebanon road. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for replacing the wood- 
en bridge nearest the old Wayland Smith place or take 
any action thereto. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of con- 
tinuing the control of White Pine Blister Rust. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to assist the citizens of 
Plainfield toward Hospital expenses, also to appoint a 
committee or make resolutions regarding the same. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for road equipment or 
take any action relating thereto. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Plainfield: 


I am hereby presenting for your consideration and for 
the information of the citizens my twelfth annual report. 


The schools were opened on Tuesday the second day 
of September. The corps consists of three teachers re- 
tained from last year’s corps and five new teachers, three 
of whom are Keene normal school graduates of the class 


- of 1930.

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In the school census returns of September, 1930, there 
are reported 184 Plainfield children (5-16) residing in 
town. On September 30 one hundred forty-four of these 
were registered in the public schools of the district and 
two at Cornish Flat. Twenty-one are reported in secon- 
dary school attendance. Of the children between the ages 
of 5 and 8 fourteen are reported not in school attendance. 
Three children between fourteen and sixteen years of age 
having completed the course of study for elementary 
schools were reported not in school attendance. 

Forty Plainfield children are attending secondary 
schools at a district expense of $3,704.50. 


HEALTH 


Mrs. Hasham of Claremont was re-engaged by Plain- 
field and other towns of the Plainfield, Charlestown and 
Newport unions as school nurse for the year 1930-31. 
Mrs. Hasham has inspected, weighed and measured. 148 
Plainfield pupils. The physical defects found are: mal- 
nutrition 7, hearing 1, skin disease 3, whooping cough 4, 
tonsils 18, teeth 44. Parents of children suffering from 
defects should consult a physician that remedial treat- 
ment may be received. Corrective treatments have al- 
ready been received by 28 children. Nineteen unvac- 
ecinated children were found. Smallpox authorities 
recommend vaccination soon after the age of six months 
and again at the age of six years. Highty-two home vis- 
its have been made for follow-up work. Mrs. Hasham 
accomplished in October an important item of preventive 
work. She secured the services of Dr. Weaver of Man- 
chester and the nurses Mrs. Barton and Mrs. Gobie as 
assistants in holding toxin-antitoxin clinics at the several 
schools. The clinics were very successful. One hundred 
and twelve children were treated. The expenses ineurred 
were financed by the local chapters of the Red Cross. 
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GENERAL STATISTICS 
For the Year Ending June 30, 1930 


One hundred sixty-four children were registered in 
the schools of the district. The average membership was 
137. The percent of attendance was 93. The _ schools 
were actually in session 349 half-days. Eleven half-days 
were lost on account of holidays, institutes, ete. Seven 
pupils were neither absent nor tardy for the entire year. 
Five meetings of the school board were held within the 
year. In the school registers the teachers reported 28 
visits by board members, 161 visits by the superintendent 
and 466 visits by citizens.
